Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does not 
teach in combination with the other limitation of the independent claim a seal 
mechanism for a fluid machine comprising: an annular seal member movable in a radial 
direction, at least one passage formed in at least one of first surface and second 
surface such that a negative pressure of the low-pressure space is introduced into said 
at least one passage to bring said annular seal member into close contact with said 
second surface of housing.
